As I was struggling with the call to priesthood, I asked myself, "At the end 
of my life , how will I answer God if he has called me and I said no?" I knew that 
my life was not mine, and that I would have to answer to God on judgment 
day. There was much more to discerning the call to priesthood, but the sense 
of being a responsible steward of my life (not the owner) was significant. 

On the last day we will answer to the Lord for the gifts he has entrusted to 
us. "Much will be required of the person entrusted with much , and still more will 
be demanded of the person entrusted with more" (Luke 12:48). 

Parents have been entrusted with so much. Your children are God's 
greatest gifts! To be stewards of God's children is an enormous task. I 
suppose there are days when you wonder why "God's children" can be so 
ornery. Despite the daily trials, you are well aware that they are 
miraculously made. As the psalmist says, "Lord, you formed my inmost being: 
you knit me in my mother's womb" (Ps. 139:13). 

Recently, I have been reading a document on stewardship. It says that we 
are called to be good stewards of the vocations we receive. How do you help 
your children listen for their vocation? It is difficult for them to discern 
God's gifts if they do not live the faith. Living in faith involves weekly 
Sunday worship, daily habits of prayer, and constant parental guidance. If 
you have been lax at coming to Mass, then that is the model your children 
will follow. What will you say to God if you have not taught your children to 
appreciate the Eucharist as God's greatest gift to us? 

This document describes stewardship within the home. The parents are 
called to make the home a "domestic church" (or house church). The 
document states: 

"[Parents] must teach their children the truths of the faith and 
pray with them; share Christian values with them in the face 
of pressures to conform to the hostile values of a secularized 
society; and initiate them into the practice of stewardship 
itself, in all its dimensions, contrary to today's widespread 
consumerism and individualism. This may require adjusting 
the family's own patterns of consumption and its lifestyle, 
including the use of television and other media which 
sometimes preach values in conflict with the mind of Christ. 

Above all, it requires that parents themselves be models of 
stewardship, especially by their selfless service to one 
another, to their children, and to church and community 
needs." 

That's a tall order! We want to help parents and children grow in faith. Yet, 
we teach so little compared to what your children learn at home. My mother 
hung a poster in our home that said. Children Learn What They Live. I was 
blessed with a home of faith. Are you giving your children this gift? Are you 
good stewards of God's children?

The 
upcoming Year of Faith is an opportunity for every 
Catholic to turn towards Jesus Christ, encounter Him 
in the Sacraments, especially the Eucharist and 
rediscover the Faith and Church. With his Apostolic 
Letter of October 11, 2011, Porta Fidei. Pope Benedict 
XVI declared that a "Year of Faith" will begin on 
October 11, 2012 and conclude on November 24, 2013. 
October 11, 2012, the first day of the Year of Faith, is 
the fiftieth anniversary of the opening of the Second 
Vatican Council . . . (Vatican II) and also the twentieth 
anniversary of the Catechism of the Catholic Church . 
During the Year of Faith, Catholics are asked to study 
and reflect on the documents of Vatican II and the 
catechism so that they may deepen their knowledge of 
the faith. The upcoming Year of Faith is a "summons to 
an authentic and renewed conversion to the Lord, the 
One Savior of the world" (Porta Fidei 6). In other 
words, the Year of Faith is an opportunity for Catholics 
to experience a conversion - to turn back to Jesus and 
enter into a deeper relationship with him. The "door of 
faith" is opened at one's baptism, but during this year 
Catholics are called to open it again, walk through it 
and rediscover and renew their relationship with 
Christ and his Church.
